Art.  1.    Chose  George  W.  Todd  Moderator. 

Prayer  by  Rev.  Ezra  J.  Riggs. 
Art.  2.    Chose  Warren  W.  Emory  Town  Clerk. 

Art.  3.  Financial  Reports  of  the  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Overseer  of  the 
Poor,  School  Committee,  and  Committee  for  the  collection  of  Town  note, 
were  read  and  accepted. 

Art.  4.  Made  choice  of  the  following  Town  Officers  :  Selectmen — Willard 
C.  Brigham,  Jason  S.  Perry  and  George  F.  Teague ;  Town  Treasurer — 
Warren  W.  Emory ;  School  Committee— George  W.  Todd ;  Constables — 
Harrison  G.  Rice,  Ned  Thrasher  and  Calvin  Allen  Jr. ;  Auditors — Ezra  S. 
Stearns,  Willard  G.  Jones  and  George  W.  Todd;  Overseer  of  the  Poor — 
Stephen  Hale ;  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  —  Samuel  M.  Kimball ; 
Fence  Viewers — Albert  A.  Emory,  Ned  Thrasher  and  Willard  G.  Jones; 
Corders  of  Wood  and  Surveyors  of  Lumber — Clarence  E.  Towne,  Aaron  S. 
Sawtell,  Willard  G.  Jones,  Charles  F.  Platts,  Ephraim  F.  ToAvne,  Ezra  S.

George  W.  Cragin  ;  Fish  Warden — Henry  B.  Wheeler.  Choice  of  Highway 
Surveyors  was  referred  to  the  Selectmen.  Instructed  the  Selectmen  to  ap- 
point a  Cemetery  Committee  of  one  or  more,  whose  duties  shall  be  similar  to 
such  Committee  heretofore. 

Art.  5.  Voted  the  following :  Resolved,  That  in  consequence  of  the  in- 
creasing amount  received  from  the  State  from  the  tax  on  savings  banks,  the 
Town  believe  that  it  is  unnecessary  to  raise  money  for  Town  purposes. 

Art.  6.  Voted  to  raise  $  1500.  including  the  Literary  Fund,  for  Primary 
Schools  in  the  several  districts,  according  to  the  following  schedule  :  Dis- 
tricts Nos.  4  and  9,  $125  each;  Nos.  2.  7  and  10,  $130  each;  No.  6,  $150; 
Nos.  3  and  8,  $175  each  ;  No.  5,  $270;  No.  11,  J.  E.  Woods,  $50;  No.  3. 
Sharon,  $25 ;  Liberty  M.  Jewell,  $15.  Voted  to  appropriate  $225  for  a  High 
School,  and  chose  James  B.  Robbins,  Warren  W.  Emory  and  Harrison  G. 
Rice  Committee  for  same. 

Art.  7.  Voted  to  raise  $1200  for  repairing  highways;  price  of  labor  15 
cents  per  hour;  keeping  roads  open  in  winter  left  with  Selectmen. 

Art.  8.    Collection  of  Taxes — Voted  to  pass  over  the  article. 

Art.  9.    To  allow  bills  of  charge.    No  bills  allowed. 

Art.  10.  Protection  of  the  common — -Voted  to  instruct  the  Selectmen  to 
enforce  the  statute. 

Art.  11.  To  establish  the  bounds  of  the  common — Chose  Ezra  S.  Stearns. 
George  W.  Stearns  and  Harrison  G.  Rice  as  Committee  to  examine  Deeds 
and  Records,  and  report  to  the  Town  at  some  future  meeting  what  appear  to 
be  the  legal  bounds  of  the  common. 

Art.  12.  Voted  to  raise  $160,  in  addition  to  $40  unexpended  appropria- 
tion now  in  the  Town  Treasury,  to  grade  and  repair  the  Spring  Village  road. 
Chose  Harris  Hale,  Omar  D.  Converse  and  Gilman  P.  Wellington  agents. 

Art.  13.  Relating  to  fence  on  South  side  of  the  cemetery— Voted  that  the 
Selectmen  move  the  wall,  grade  the  ground  and  build  a  picket  fence,  as  stated 
in  said  article. 

Art.  14.  Voted  to  appropriate  $25  to  aid  in  defraying  the  expenses  of 
Memorial  Day. 

Art.  15.    To  provide  a  lock-up — Voted  to  lay  the  matter  upon  the  table. 
Art.  16.    To  purchase  land  for  new  cemetery  —  Voted  to  pass  over  the 
article. 

Art.  17.  Voted  to  pass  over  the  article  relating  to  the  purchase  of  a  pre- 
servin0-  casket.
